Europe Hungry for Onr Apples. 


Although the apple season is just be- 


ghming. the fruit dealers of this "city 
are positive that they will be in great 
demand, and the prices are rapidly 
going up. H. W. Phillipps, a commis- 
sion dealer at Front and Dock streets, 
said to a Times reporter yesterday : 


"The apple crop in England and Ger- 


many, owing to storms, is almost a 
failure and the foreign demand for the 
fruit has caused a rapid increase in the 
price. The fine apples are especially 
in great demand. 
This may seem 


strange, for this year's crop in this 
country is larger than in any year 
since 1S94. We are daily receiving ap- 
ples from all parts of the United States, 
the bulk of them coming from New 
York and Pennsylvania. Last Satur- 
day we sent a cargo on the steamer 
Pennland to Liverpool. 


''We can make much more profit by 


exporting them to Europe than by sell- 
ing them in this market. Here we get 
from 82 to S4 per barrel and over there 
the prices range from S5 to S3 a barrel, 


"lu New York they are shipping 


thousands of barrels to Europe. 
Last 


week the steamer Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grosse took 100,000 barrels. 
Most of 


these apples went to Hamburg and 
England, 25,000 barrels going to Lon- 
don alone. 
Tuesday next there will 


orobably be another big shipment to 
Hamburg on the same steamer, and 
you may depend upon it that the price 
of apples at home is bure to be much 


credit to every farmer in the state. 


Governor Stone says that there are 


no state issues this fall. It is not 
strange that he wants nothing said 
of his veto of a million dollars of the

Now, according to Stone, 
that is all gone, with p, deficiency of 
S3, 000, 000. No wonder that 'the ma- 
chine doesn't want to hear anything 
of state issues. Ask Republicans what 
they think of such management.

SAMPSON SLAPS SHAFTER, 


Clnlius Captain Clmdwlck Wrote the Letter 


That [Made Toral Surrender. 


Admiral Sampson, in the speech he 


tna.de at Morgantown, W. Va., during 
the reception to Captain Chadwick, 
created a sensation and contributed an 
interesting chapter to the unwritten 
history of the Santiago campaign. Fjl- 
lowing are the startling portions of his 
address : 


"General Shatter, commanding the 


troops on shore,not being by edncati ra 
capable of understanding the results 
of the battle, probably owing to the 
fact that his friends were closed up in 
that harbor (the Spaniards seemed 
like friends after they had been penned 
up), felt depressed, and he called on 
me to assist him, or take part in enter- 
ing the harbor of Santiago. I was very 
unwell, and requested Captain Cbal- 
wick to go to General Shafter, as he 
was unable to come to us, and to ex- 
press to him the situation as we looked 
at it. He promptly explained that to 


him, and showed General Shafter that 
his worst enemy had been destroyed. 


"Up to that time General Shafter had 


beun attempting to impress upon the 
Spanish general that they were about 
equally divided, and that the chances 
on both sides were about equal. Gen- 
eral Shafter had not attempted to per- 
suade the Spanish general that he was 
hound to be beaten. Captain Chad 
wick took this view and urged that the 
Spanish general should he impressed 
with it.

Thereupon Captain Chad- 
wick sat down and wrote the letter 


"General Shafter signed the letter 


without change and sent it to the 
Spanish general, and hostilities ceas- 
ed." 


This version of Admiral Sampson 


differs from what was published at the 
time, when General Shafter was re- 
ported as urging upon General Toral 
the futility of holding out, and inti- 
mates that General Shafter did not 
know the Spanish were whipped.

BOER AS SPOKEN, 


Some of the Dot eh Words That Are Often- 


eat In Print. 


From the Toronto Globe. 
The language of the Boers in South 


Africa is grammatically the language 
of the people of Holland. They speak 
Dutch as their forefathers in Hollaed 
spoke it and speak it now. They are 
called Boers because that is a Dutch 
word, which describes them. It means 
a farmer, aud 
agriculture is 
the 


main pursuit of the compatriots of 
Oom Paul. 
A knowledge of Dutch 


would supply an explanation of the 
odd-looking words that are used now 
and then in the news reports from the 
republic. It would also enable one to 
pronounce these words as they should 
be enunciated. 


Dutch diphthongs are not given the 


same sounds as their equivalents in 
English.- The double "o," for instance, 
in Dutch has the same sound as '"o" in 
Rome, while the diphthong "03" is pro- 
nounced by the Dutch as we pronounce 
"oo" in boot. 
The English pronun- 


ciation of these two diphthongs is the 
reverse of that given them by those 
who speak Dutch. And "ou" has the 
sound of "ow" in owl. The sound oi 
(iui" is nearly like that of the English 
"oy" in boy. The Dutch double "aa" 
is the same as the English ''a" in war. 
As there is no "y'; in Dutch, its place is 
taken by "ij,M which is sounded as "y" 
in defy. 


If one, therefore, would pronounce 


Oom Paul properly, he would say it as 
if it were spelled "Ome Fowl." The 
family name of General Joubert would, 
for the same reason, be pronounced as 
if it were spelled "Yowbert." The 
word Boer is pronounced by the Afrl 
kander as if it were of two syllables; 
the first long and the second short, 
thus : "Boo-er." 
The plural is not 


"Boers" It is "Boeren," and it is pro- 
nounced (lBo-ereh,'' because the final 
"D" is slm-red.

TWO FAMOUS LANDMARKS. 


The Bedford House and Wa«hlogt«n'i Head- 


quarter! Are Over a Hundred Yean Old. 
The following article appeared in a 


recent issue of the Daily Hotel Reporter, 
Philadelphia: 


The Bedford House, atBedford, Pa., 


is one of the oldest hotels in the Doited 
States, having been built for a hotel in 
the year 1781, and has never been closed 
for a single year since. The walls are 
of stone two feet thick. The building 
was originally two stories, the third 
being added in 1868. 
The house, 


though many times remodeled, has the 
original mantels, hand-carved 
from 


solid wood, showing some biblical rep- 
resentations, and were admired by 
many ol the visitors at Bedford Springs 
dnring the summer season. It was at 
this house that President James Buch- 
anan made his headquarters during his 
visits to Bedford Springs, the present 
proprietor having the old registers con 
taining his signatures. The president 
would set certain days to meet the 
country folk and they would come for 
miles to shake his hand and hear his 
encouraging remarks. 
The office of 


the hotel was the office of the old 
si age coach line which passed over the 
mountains 
from 
Chambersburg 
to 


Phtsburg. 
The proprietor at that 


early day was not only proprietor of 
the hotel but acted as banker as well. 
The country merchant had to go by 
stage to the cities to buy his goods, 
nnd had tbe amount in cash for the 
purchase of same, as it was before the 
banking system was inaugurated. The 
hotels at that early day would have 
rooms with twelve and fourteen beds 
each and it was impossible to secure a 
room alone. So the hotel proprietor 
would become banker for the night 
and many a night would have under 
his pillow more money than the hotel 
was worth. 
Opposite the Bedford 


House is a stone house known as Wash- 
ington's headquarters, built in 1745 
It was at this house George Washing- 
ton was entertained during the Whis- 
ky Insurrection, having with him a1 
that time an army of 10,000 men. He 
was entertained by Bedford county's 
only lawyer. The county then included 
Somerset, 
Cambria, 
Westmoreland. 


Blair, Huntingdon and Fulton counties. 
The Bedford House of to-day in an up- 
to-date hotel, having all the modern 
improvements, and enjoys having the 
majority of the commercial trade o: 
the old town. The proprietor of this 
hotel is also the owner of tlie Bedforc 
Chalybeate spring. The water from this 
spring is used on the table. The Bed 
ford mineral water is also on hand free 
for the nse of guests.''

BRYAN'S EXACT POSITION. 


Doen Not Favor Withdrawal of Troop* But 


HU Uueqnlvocnl Declaration. 


William J. Bryan gave ont an au- 


thoriz»d interview recently oa the 
Philippine question on the issuea of 


1900, and said: 


"We are preparing to, make things 


juet as lively for the Republicans next 
year as we know how, and I feel that 
we will be able to make it even more 
nterestiog than we did in 1896. For: 


mer issues have not changed, and we 
are strengthened by new issues which 
will add many new votes to our col- 
umn." 


'What, in your opinion, will be the 


paramount 
issue next year ?" was 


asked. 


'I do not deem it advisable or possi- 


ble to state so far ahead what issue 
will b3 of chief importance. Condi- 
tions and circumstances may change 
between now and then, so as to make 
certain issues of greater relative im- 
portance then than as they now stand. 
I will say, however, that our issues of 
1896 are just as important to-day as 
they ever were, and that others have 
arisen since then that are also to com- 
mand a great deal of attention. Still 
others may CDme up before the next 
national convention. 


"Wiil you be good enough to state 


yourexaeb position on the Philippine 
question? 
Do you favor the with- 


drawal of our troops ?" 


"Now, I must ask you to be careful 


to report me accurately again on this 
point. No, sir. I do not favor the 
withdrawal of our troops. What I do 
believe, and what I have repeatedly 
asserted as my belief,is that we shoulc 
at once declare our purpose inunequiv- 
ocal terms—so positive that the Filipi- 
nos cannot doubt it—to grant them 
full and complete independence the 
very moment they have established a 
stable government. 


"I believe that if we should make 


such an announcement right now the 
war would cease in a short time, and 
our troops could withdraw 
without 


laying down their arms in the face o: 
an enemy. 
Furthermore, I wish to 


state it to be my profound belief thai 
if we had come out with an announce- 
ment in the first place the war would 
never have occurred. 
I am not una- 


ware that a few half-hearted efforts 
have been made in that direction from 
time to time. But they were made in 
such a way as to raise strong questions 
of their sincerity."

But Luzon Proves a Doubtful Prize—A 


Grant! Sight—A Great City's Charity— 


Gotham's Police Force.

NKW YOKK, October 17.—The grand 


triumph which met Admiral Dewey at 
our city gates and the splendid wel- 
come that followed it is something 
more than a nine days' wonder. For 
once I hear no charge of official pecu- 
lation. Toe money fiend must either 
have been stuffed or he was not hua- 
nry, for peace and plenty reigned su- 
preme and the cry of the wolf was not 
heard on the doorsteps and the Prom- 
ised Land could be seen from Pisgah's 
Height, but dimly and afar off. 


Already the politicians are closing 


•round the hero of Manila. The Re- 
publicans could play him as a sure card 
for the next presidency and the Demo- 
crats feel assured if they can only get 
him for their leader that the greatest 
national prize would be as good as 
won. 
The final settlement of th.- 


ease lies with Dewey himself, and 
the question is, will he profit by tbe ex- 
perience of the wise and foolish vir- 
gins? 
The prize he holds now and 


will hold till death is fully as great as 
the presidency. la his present posi- 
tion he has the love and approbation 
of his fellow-countrymen and by an 
acceptance of the presidential office he 
has nothing to gain and everything to 
lose. As Admiral Dewey be will live 
in history among the greatest heroes 
of his day, his path to greatness un- 
marred by anything that could cloud 
his fame. As President Dewey a sin- 
gle misstep might cloud the great fame 
he has achieved until his future retro- 
spect might be summed up in the words 
of that grand old Quaker poet, 
"0" 


all sad words of tongue or pen. the 
saddest are these, it might have been.'' 
No, no, put the tempter behind thee. 
You have achieved a greatness no pres- 
idential office can give. Kest satisfied 
that your name in future ages will 
stand alongside of the greatest men of 
your country—Washington, Lincoln 
and Grant. 


Every day the peace we hoped for 


seems more distant than ever. The 
forty thousand soldiers that General 
Merritt asked for at the commence- 
ment of hostilities did not impress the 
government sufficiently to give him 
the force which he asked for. To 
secure a single island of our new pos- 
sessions demanded 15,000 soldiers more 
than the regular army of the United 
States had been for a hundred years 
The return of Admiral Dewey would 
seem to portend the recall of General 
Otis and an addition to our assaulting 
forces by sea and land till at least 
seventy-five thousand men are abso- 
lutely needed to peace and safety on 
the island of Luzon alone. 
So far we 


have seemed to think that the enemy's 
empire would topple at our advance 
like a house of cards. The result has 
not proved our anticipation. The army 
which we thought was nothing more 
than an untrained savage horde turns 
out to be a well drilled body of soldiers 
of unquestioned oravery and wonder- 
ful resource. 
Whence came those won- 


derful supplies that keep an army in 
the field? Is the peace we look for far 
or near? The initiate was wonderful; 
the prospects of victory on the sea in 
two hours had been destroyed by 


house. For two days she had not 
tasted food. 


In all the splendid charities of tbis 


great city of more than three million 
people and thousands of millions of 
treasure there was not one that seemed 
to fit the case of this poor dying 
woman.

"No one," you say; "didn't 
the city aid her, the same city who 
greeted our naval hero and whose 
shouts were ringing in the dying 
woman's ears? 
Do you bring this 


chapter by way of illustrating the 
wickedness of spending so much of 
the city's 
wealth while this poor 


wretch is dying in the street?" No, 
sir, I do not 1 would not take one 
mill from the honor and the glory of 
that splendid triumph, but such a 
scene as that should be almost impos- 
sible in the city of New York. God of 
mercy, truth and justice, open, our 
eyes to the light of broader charity. 
God pity us all. Will the day never 
come when, in the millennium, we shall 
realize the happiness of a brighter and 
better day? 


This was not the only case. Thou- 


sands were brought face to face with 
just such scenes. It seems impossible 
that laws can be so framed that there 
should be no suffering among the poor. 
No national government has ever yet 
been so perfect that the wicked shall 
be the individuals to suffer and the 
good shall enjoy all the benefits and 
favors of life. Such a condition of 
affairs may be dreamed of, but never 
realized as long as time shall last. It 
is not long since millions came rush- 
ing to tbe great metropolis of the 
nation for the purpose of paying hom- 
age to one of the greatest heroes of his 
time.

gether perfect, did as much, and, in- 
deed, more than could be expected.

COST OF GOOD ROADS 


Depends Upon Locality and method of Cou- 


giructton. 


The improvement of country roads is 


chiefly an economical question, relating 
principally to the waste of effort in 
hauling over bad roads, the saving in 
money, time and energy in hauling 
over good ones, the initial cost of im- 
proving roads and the difference in the 
cost of maintaining good and bad ones. 
It is not nece'ssary to enlarge on this 
subject in order to convince the average 
reader that good roads reduce the re- 
sistance to traffic and consequently the 
cost of transportation of products and 
goods to and from farms and markets 
is reduced to a minimum, says M. O. 
Eldredge of the office of road inquiry. 


The initial cost of a road depends 


upon the cost of materials, labor, ma- 
chinery, the width and depth to which 
the material is to be spread on and the 
method of construction. All these things 
vary so much in the different states 
that it is impossible to name the exact 
amount for which a mile of a certain 
kind of road can be built. 


The introduction in recent years of 


improved road building machinery has 
enabled the authorities in some of the 
states to build improved stone and 
gravel roads quite cheaply. First class 
single track stone roads, 0 feet wide, 
have been built near Canandaigua, N. 
Y., for $900 to $1,000 per mile. Many 
excellent gravel roads have been built 
in New Jersey for $1,000 to $1,800 per 
mile. The material of which they were 
constructed was placed on in two lay- 
ers, each being raked and thoroughly 
rolled, and the whole mass consolidated 
. to a thickness of 8 inches. In the same 
state macadam roads have been built 
for $2,000 to $5,000 per mile, varying 
in width from 9 to 20 feet and in thick- 
ness of material from 4 to 12 inches. 
Telford roads 14 feet wide and 10 to 12 
inches thick have been built in New 
Jersey for $4,000 to $0,000 per mile. 
Macadam roads have been built at 
Bridgeport and Fairfield, Conn., 18 to 
20 feet wide for $3,000 to $5,000 per 
mile. A telford road 16 feet wide and 
12 inches thick was built at Fanwood, 
N. J., for $9,300 per'mile. Macadam 
roads have been built in Rhode Island, 
16 to SO feet wide, for $4,000 to $5,000 
per mile. 


Massachusetts roads are costing all 


the way from $C,000 to $25,000 per 
mile. A mile of broken stone road 15 
feet wide costs in the state of Massa- 
chusetts about $5,700 per mile, while a 
mile of the same width and kind of road 
costs in the state of Now Jersey only 
$4,700. This is due partly to the fact 
that the topography of Massachusetts is 
somewhat rougher than that of New 
Jersey, necessitating the reduction of 
many steep grades and the building of 
expensive retaining walls and bridges 
and partly to tbe difference in methods 
of construction and the difference in 
prices of materials, labor, etc. 


Doubtless the state of New Jersey is 


building more roads and better roads 
for less money per mile than any other 
state in the Union. The roads are now 
costing from 20 to 70 cents per square 
yard. Where the telford construction 
is used they sometimes cost as much as 
78 cents per square yard. The average 
cost of all classes of the roads of that 
state during the last season was about 
50 cents per square yard. The stone 
was, 
as a rule, spread on to n depth of 


9 inches, which, after rolling, gave a 
depth of about 8 inches. At this rate a 
single track road 8 feet wide costs about 
$2,34C per mile, while a double track 
road 14 feet wide costs about $4,108

Stone roads should be frequently 


scraped, so as to remove all dust and 
mud. Nothing destroys a stone road 
quicker than dust or mud. The hand 
method of scraping with a hoe is con- 
sidered best. No matter how carefully 
adjusted tho machinery built for this 
purpose' may be. it is liable to ravel a 
road by loosening some of the stones. 
The gutters and surface drains should 
be kept open, so that all water falling 
upon the road or on the adjacent ground 
may promptly flow away.

which wears easily, it will require con- 
stant supervision and small repairs

TroBpect for Good Prices lor Wheat. 
Statistics "prepared by John Hyde, 


the expert of the agricultural depart- 
ment at Washington, show that the 
wheat supply of the world this year, as 
compared 
with last, is one-eighth 


smaller. 
The average of three of tbe 


best estimates of the wheat crop for 
1899 
gives the total yield as 2,540,000,- 


000 bushels, leaving a difference of 
327,000,000 bushels between the crop 
this year and last. In everything,save 
ia maize, there is a striking shortage, 
while in maize there is a surplus. 
These facts cannot but help to influ- 
ence the price of wheat for the better. 
While the world's crop has shown a 
shortage, the crop in this country is a 
record-breaking one. The world there- 
fore must come to the American mark- 
ets for flour and its bread for the com- 


per mile, and one 18 feet wide costs 
about $o,2SO per mile. Where the ma- 
terial is spread on so as to consolidate 
to a 4 inch layer the 8 foot road will 
cost about $1,173 per mile, the 14 foot 
road about $3,053 per nrile. while the 
one 18 feet wide will cost about 
040 per mile. 


The total cost of maintaining roads 


in good order ranges, on account of 
varying conditions, between as wide 
limits almost as the initial cost of con- 
struction. 
Suffice it to say that all 


money spent on repairing earth roads 
becomes each year a total loss without 
materially improving their condition. 
They are, as a rule, the most expensive 
roads that can be used, while, on" the 
other hand, stone roads, if properly 
constructed of good material andJiept 
in perfect condition, are the mosf'satis- 
factory, the cheapest and most econom- 
ical roads that can be constrncted. 


The road that will best suit the needs 


of the farmer in the first place must 
not be too costly and in the second 
place must be of the very best kind, for 
farmers should be able to do their heavy 
hauling over them when their fields are 
too wet to work and their teams would 
otherwise be idle. 


The best road for the farmer, all 


things being considered, is a solid, well 
built stone road, so narrow as to be only 
a single track, but having a firm earth 
road on one or both sides. Where the 
traffic is not very extensive the purposes 
of good roads are better served by nar- 
row tracks than by wide ones, while 
many of the objectionable features of 
wide tracks are removed, the initial 
cost of construction is cut down one- 
half or more and the charges for repair 
reduced in proportion. 


might well devote more time to telling 
how to pack, advertise and sell first 
class products. 
Scattered over the 


country you will find men who have 
studied this matter of handling fine 
products. Many of them have devised 
original schemes for handling and sell- 
ing and have in this way secured a 
first class market. 


Take celery, for example. Tbis Is a 


crop that depends largely for its suc- 
cess upon the way It is presented to 
the customer. If sent to market in 
dirty packages, soiled and poorly trim- 
med, 
few people will pay even a fair 


price for it. When packed neatly, well 
trimmed, so tliat it presents a crisp 
and neat appearance, there Is always 
an eager demand for this vegetable. 
We have known farmers to bunch their 
celery roughly and send it to market in 
old strawberry crates, stained with 
berry juice and frequently full of dust. 
Of course it never brings a fair price. 
Celery is a crop good enough to de- 
mand a special package for shipping. 


With the foregoing introduction Tbe 


Rural Now Yorker tells of a neat crate 
for handling celery, which can be made 
large enough to hold two rows of cel- 
ery packed with the tops together in 
the center. The celery Is flrst washed 
and bunched, then packed as shown in 
the picture in a lining of clean white 
paper. 
An advertisement, printed on 


white paper, is pasted on the under 
side of the top, so that it shows when 
the crate is opened in the market or 
store. When empty, the crate is closed 
and shipped back for another load of 
celery. 
Simple things like this often 


make the difference between profit and 
loss. 


One of the great secrets of success 


with a grower of southern peaches, as 
The New Yorker tells, is the care he 
has spent upon the package. .He buys 
nothing but pure white baskets, 're- 
jecting all soiled or dark colored wood. 
He has a large red label, with just

pear. Material of this kind binds read- 
ily with new material that may be 
added and may in this manner fre- 
quently be kept in good condition with- 
ofit'great difficulty, while if not attend- 
ed to at once when wear begins to show 
it will very rapidly increase, to the 
great detriment of the road. In making 
repairs by this method the material is 
commonly placed a little at a time and 
compacted by passing vehicles. 
The 


material used for this purpose should 
be the same as that of tbe road surface 
and not fine material, which would 
soon reduce to powder under the loads 
which come upon it. By careful atten- 
tion to minute repairs in this manner a 
surface may be kept in good condition 
until it wears so thin as to require re- 
newal. 


In case the road be of harder ma- 


terial, that will not so readily combine 
when a thin coating is added, repairs 
may not be frequent, as the surface 
will not wear so rapidly, and immediate 
attention is not so important. It is 
usually more satisfactory in this case 
to make more extensive repairs at one 
time, as a larger quantity of material 
added at once may be more readily com- 
pacted to a uniform surface, the repairs 
taking tho form of an additional layer 
upon the road. 


Where the material of the road stir- 


face is very hard and durable a well 
constructed road may wear quite even- 
ly and require hardly any attention, be- 
yond ordinary small repairs, until worn 
out. It is now usually considered the 
best practice to leave such a road to it- 
self until it wears very thin and then 
renew it by an entirely new layer of 
broken stone placed in the worn surface 
and without in any way disturbing 
that surface. 


If a thin layer only of material is to 


be added at one time, in crder that it 
may unite firmly with the upper layer 
of the road, it is usually necessary to 
break the bond of the surface material 
before placing the new layer, either by 
picking it up by hand or by a steam 
roller with short spikes in its surf ace, if 
such a machine is at hand. Care should 
be taken in doing this, however, that 
only the surface layer be loosened, and 
that the solidity of the body of the road 
be not disturbed, as might be the case 
if the spikes are too long. 


In repairing roads the time honored 


custom of waiting until the road has 
lost its shape or until the surfaco.has 
become filled with holes or ruts should 
never be tolerated. Much good material 
is wasted by spreading a thick coat 
over such a road and leaving it thus for 
passing vehicles to consolidate. 
The 


material necessary to replace defects in 
a road should be added when the neces-

enough of it to attract attention, and 
after one season customers look for 
this white package and red label as a 
guarantee of uniform quality.

CIDER VINEGAR. 


Good IleHlllttf From Running Fer- 
mented Clrfer Thr.iuKh 11 Geiic-rntor. 
For pure cider vlueg.ir no mature ap- 


ples are considered too poor. In experi- 
ment station work reported by the de- 
partment of agriculture vinegar mak- 
ing in the ordinary way, by allowing 
the cider to ferment at will in casks 
without controlling the surrounding 
conditions, gave results that were far 
from profitable. 
By regulating the 


temperature and adding vinegar moth- 
er anil cultures of acetic acid ferment 
fairly good vinegar was secured, but 
the process was slow and wasteful. By 
mixing equal parts of fermented cider 
aud old vinegar the process of fermen- 
tation will sroatly hastened, but tin1 


method cannot be followed without a 
large stock of old vinegar on hand. 


Very good results were secured by 


using a vinegar generator in which the 
cider passed slowly through a mass of 
shavings, where It was thoroughly aer- 
ated and fermentation Ibns hastened. 
The generator consisted of a 4 by S 
foot wooden lank tilled with beech 
shavings, provided \vith holes near tin1 


bottom Cor tlio admission of air anil fit- 
ted one i'oot from thu top with a wood- 
en disk perforated to allow the en- 
trance of the cider, which was distrib- 
uted evenly over it by means of a 
dumper. The vinegar was drawn from 
the tank by means of a siphon of glass 
tubing inserted in a bole near the bot- 
tom. The temperature of the ferment- 
ing cider in the mass of shavings was 
controlled by regulating the supply of 
air, 
some of the air holes being shut 


off when the temperature rose too higli 
and opened \vhen it Ml too low. 


In order to acidify the shavings and 


start the process of fermentation, tin* 
geuc'rator Wits charged with strong 
vinegar and again with vinegar in 
which some concentrated grape juice 
was dissolved. The stock solution, u 
mixture of weali vinegar and 
IVr- 


mentccl cider, was then run through 
tbe generator at the rate of 20 galloa.- 
per clay (2-1 hours). The resulting prod- 
uct was a very good vinegar, ranging; 
from 4.05 to ii.ST per cent ncid. 
A 


mixture of linif vinegar and half Crush 
cider failed to produce good vinegar 
without helm; run through the genera 
tor twice. RL'Uer results were obtained 
by allowing the citlcr to ferment for 
some time in casks hcl'ore running it 
through tin- generator.

DIFFERENT CUTS OF MUTTON. 


ulation, the number of sheep in tbe 
United States is considerably lower 
than in former years. Tbe average of 
the number on hand each year, Jan. 1, 
from 1S91 to 1805 inclusive, was 44,- 
448,885, nnd the average of the num- 
ber on hand Jan. 1, from 18DG to 1899 
Inclusive, was 37,072,212. During the 
former period two Canadian provinces, 
Quebec and Ontario, scut to our mar- 
kets 1,524,040 head of sheep, valued at 
nearly $5,000,000. This Importation of 
mutton sheep from 
Canada still con- 


tinues, notwithstanding the fact that 
a heavy duty is imposed and that Ca- 
nadian mutton is also made on higher 
priced feeds and lauds than prevail in 
our own country. During the last year 
the number of sheep imported at Buf- 
falo alone was 175,097, valued at $574,- 
882. We have also been importing $25,- 
000,000 to $30,000,000 worth of wool 
annually during recent years. 


The production of prime mutton for 


American and European markets is 
rapidly becoming a permanently estab- 
lished industry of vast proportions in 
tbe United States. Our rich lands and 
abundant feeds are well suited to the 
economical production of superior mut- 
ton, and it has been clearly demon- 
strated that mutton sheep properly se- 
lected can grow a large part, i£ not all, 
of the wool demanded for American 
manufacturing. 


How the butchers cut the carcass of 


a sheep and how the housewife should 
order her mutton are matters of inter- 
est to every family In the land. The 
diagram shows the method of cutting 
a carcass, aud tbe prices given for the 
several cuts are based unon the Chi- 
cago market for prime mutton.

Tbe leg, loin and rib are the high 


priced cuts that determine the value 
of a carcass of mutton. An animal 
that fails In one of these fails essen- 
tially to meet the requirements of the 
market for high priced mutton. This 
is particularly true of the leg cut, and 
plump, well filled legs are indispensa- 
ble in prime lambs. 


The illustration shows good front 


and back views of a carcass selected 
as a model at tue Union stockyards, 
Chicago. It exhibits a remarkably well 
filled leg, back, rib and loin, the flesh 
being even aud thick at all points, and 
on cutting it was found to be of su- 
perior quality throughout. This is tbe 
profitable type of carcass to the killer 
and consumer, as it contains the high- 
est proportion of choice meat and the 
minimum of cheap product and offal. 
It was taken from a 85 pound South- 
down.

With the Dviiuutd? 


Butchers all over the country are ad- 


fVauciug the prices oC beef, and conse- 
quently there is complaint on the part 
of customers. Some thoughtless res- 
taurant proprietors sought to excuse 
their advance of the price of steaks by 
printing on the bill of fare that'll was 
due to the "squeeze" by the "beef 
trust," says the Breeder's Gazette. 
The daily papers caught up the cry, 
but investigation soon led them to see 
thai It is the farmer rather than the 
packer who is "putting oil the screws." 
The prices of cattle on the hoof made 
plain the situation. As a matter of 
fact, the advance on cut meats was 
slow in coming. Cattle sold higher in 
February than In July, when the ad- 
vance was made on the block, but the 
reluctance of butchers to increase their 
price is explained in tbe trade papers 
as due to the keen competition between 
cutters of meats in large cities and the 
difficulty in agreeing on a raise. 


The comparative figures on beef 


steers make interesting reading. The 
average price on the Chicago market 
during July of last year was $4.05. 
During the month just past the aver- 
age price was $5.55. This is a gala of 
60 cents per 100 pounds over the val- 
ues of last year. Cut when we consid- 
er the fact that the average price for 
July during the past 20 years was $4.80 
we can appreciate the material ad- 
vance registered in an average of $5.55 
for the 30 days just past, a gain of 75 
cents per 100 pounds over the average 
tor a score of years. Little wonder it 
Is that butchers feel obliged to mark 
up the value on some of their cuts. 
Journals of the meat trade are vigor- 
ously urging an advance all along the 
line, maintaining that prices to the con- 
sumer have been held down to a basis 
that left little margin for profit and 
that self preservation demands that 
more money be taken into the till over 
the block. The position seems sound. 
With the general increase of commer- 
cial activities and the advances in 
•wages that have been recorded during 
the past 12 months, the people are fair- 
ly well prepared for an advance in 
prices of meats from the hard times 
basis. 


it is interesting to note that while 


some attention has been given to the 
prophecy of a statistician In the grain 
trade that In 30 years the world will 
not be able to raise enough wheat to 
feed its inhabitants, it has seemingly 
been taken for granted that the sup- 
ply of beef would keep pace with the 
increasing demands. 
That this has 


not been the case is thoroughly known 
to those who keep in touch with the 
industry. Nothing is more inexorable 
than tbe unrestricted operation of the 
law of supply aud demand, and grow' 
ers and eaters of beel' are now begin 
ning to feel the force of It.

It is better to increase tlie amount used 
than to make either solution stronger.

Cattle For Feeding. 


Mr. McLain Smith believes that "the 


injury to the cattle interest in Ohio 
and adjoining elates through the gen- 
eral use ol Jersey bulls some 20 years 
ago, 
and since, is almost Incalculable." 


He adds, "It is almost impossible now 
to buy a bunch of good feeding steers 
grown in Ohio." 1 do not doubt that 
the Jerseys and Guernseys are without 
rivals in limited sections of our state, 
but the general introduction of Jersey 
blood into the three-fourth of our state 
that is not devoted to dairying to any 
considerable degree has worked injury 
to Ohio farming. As Mr. Smith says, 
there are few home grown steers for 
feeding. - The small feeder Is the one 
most hurt. Formerly he could pick up a 
few calves right at home, and tlie 
coarse feed and some grain of the farm 
were converted into beef. Now they ore 
sold off tbe farm because he cannot 
get a half dozen or more good feeders 
without going to a city market for 
them. While I haven't a stock farm, 1 
formerly bought a dozen or more steers 
for winter stall feeding In order that 
the extra feeding stuH might be fed on 
the farm, but quit the business be- 
cause one could not get a dozen good 
feeders together without paying a price 
for culling out what was wanted that 
knocked out all the profit. There are 
many farms that should have a few 
calves for grazing and a few steers for 
stall feeding, so that all fodder, roots 
and cheap grain could be utilized and 
the supply of manure Increased, but 
the Jersey has made this Impossible.

The People of Luzon. 


The following 
timely editorial is 


copied from the Philadelphia North 
American: 


One of the needs of the situation is more 


information about the Filipinos. It is 
agreed that among them is a sprinkh'ng of 
educated and clever men—that they have 
writers and artists and physicians of Euro- 
pean education -who rank reasonably high 
•when tried by ihe civilized standard. Mr. 
John Barrett, formerly American minister 
to Siam,tells us that the congress of Aguin- 
aldo's republic will compare wellin intelli- 
gence anddemeanor with any equal num- 
ber of upper class Orientals,scarcely except- 
ing the parliament of Japan. And Admiral 
Dewey has a good opinion of_ the natives, 
placing them above the Cubans in the 
scale, though believing them not to be yet 
fit for self-government. 
But the popular view of tie Filipinos is 


much like that taken by our soldiers in the 
islands, who feel for them a more or less 
good-natured contempt as "niggers." The 
cartoonists reflect this estimate, the Fili- 
pino of their art being brother to the 
'kinky-haired negro with euffs on his ankles 
and a rush apron, who eats missionaries. 


A missionary worth listening to is the 


latest favoring witness. Archbishop Cha- 
pelle, apostolic delegate to the Philippines, 
speaking at New Orleans the other day, 
reminded the American public that the 
priests have been in Luzon for three hun- 
dred years, and that they have during that 
long period instructed the natives. In con- 
sequence, according to Archbishop Cha- 
pelle, "the per capita illiteracy of the 
island of Luzon is less than that of the 
state of Massachusetts." 
The notion that we are dealing with a 


lot of savages has already been abandoned 
by all save the ignorant. We know now 
that the Filipinos can fight, that they treat 
•well American prisoners who fail into 
their hands, and generally observe the 
rules of civilized warfare. The more we 
learn about them the less hard will our 
task of dealing with them become. And 
until they are thoroughly understood it 
•will be impossible to deal with them suc- 
cessfully.

The building was metal-lined and Nycu 


went down under the slate and iron. H~. 
)ody, burned almost to a crisp, was foun< 
resterday morning at 5 o'clock, eight hour 
after the accident. One foot had been cu 
off entirely and bothlegs werecut off abovi 
the knee. Strange to say, the money anc 
>apers were found intact, All the wood 
.vork of the building,as well asthe contents 
was destroyed. Mr. Ott was 12 feet from 
tue building at the time of .the explosion 
He found himselt an instant later forty
